New Rate For Cream Shippers 

As a result of action taken before 
the Board of Railway Commissioners 
of Canada, by Alfred Chard, freight 
supervisor for the provincial govern- 
ment, in behalf of the Alberta Dairy- 
men’s Association, a new rate has been 
established by the express com 
panies for three-gallon can shipments 


of cream. Previously the minimum 
insisted upon by the express com 
panies was a five-gallon can. Under 


the new arrangement three-gallon 
cans will be accepted, and this will be 
of much benefit to small shippers. 
rate established is 88 and one 
third per cent, of the rate for five 


gallon cans. While the schedule ap 
plies to the National Railways and4 
the C. P, R., the same proportionate 


reduction will be put into effect on the 


rrailways north of Edmonton. Thc 
schedule is as follows: 
Not over miles 15 cents. 
Not over miles 18 cents 
Not over 75 miles 22 cents 
Not over 100 miles 26 cents 
Not over 150 miles 34 cents 
Not over 200 miles 42 cents 
Not over 250 miles 50 cents 
Not over 300 miles 58 cents 
Not over 350 miles 66 cents 
Not over 400 miles 74 cents 
Capacity cans must be legibly 


marked on the can with not less than 
one-inch figure. Cans must not be 
more than 16 inches high nor less thar 
10% inches in diameter at the bottom.

HOG GRADING COMMENCES ON

official grading of hogs will be under 
taken have been approved by Council

appointed through the Civil Service 
Commission following the grading 
examinations have reported for duty | 
to the Dominion Live Stock Branch.

| regulations will be made effective on 


October 30th, 1922. In the meantime, 
the new hog grading staff is being 
given a thorough course of instruction 
ut the Toronto Stockyards, so that the 
official grading regulations as est- 
ablished will be uniformly applied at 
all stockyards and abattoirs in Canada 

Standard grading equipment is be 
ing adopted and is already installed at 
several stockyards where preliminary 
grading tests are being conducted and 
the nece ry adjustments to expedite 
the grading and movement of hogs be- 
ing made, Experimental work in ear 
tagging for co-operative shipments 
providing for the identification of 
individual farmer’s hogs is in its final 
stage and the Live Stock Commis 
ioner will announce an approved 
identification mark simultaneous with 
the inauguration of grading.

The Fruit and Vegetable Season holds out. It brings 
back recollections when it was a suprise sensation to see an 
apple, peach, pear or grapes, and bananas were only read 
about, not seen. Fruit would come in by the coach from 
Medicine Hat only two or three boxes at a time. Those 
would be retailed at 75c to $1.00 per Ib. A cucumber would 
be $1.00, tomatoes $1.00 or $1.25 per pound, apples in the 
winter 25c each. Now, come and look in our window and 
see the same kind of fruit less than ten cents per pound, 


DRY GOODS 


Was almost in the same position. No sending to Eaton’s 
in those days. An occasional traveller would show up with 
a limited display of Dry Goods which would take from 3 
months to six to get here. We used local hand-made mill- 
inery then. The cow boys would pay $25.00 to $35.00 for a 


fancy riding boot. Silk hosiery and gloves were always in 
demand, especially in cold weather, as a rider of the plains 
had to have silk next to his skin. On either hands or feet 
nothing so common as cotton. Silk handkerchiefs were 
bought wholesale both for use and to send home to absent 
friends. Come now, and look into our store and see the 
variety of every day things that now creates no surprise, 
but in those buffalo days would be thought a sight that to 
travel hundreds of miles to see would tempt one and all.
